Director,  the  Inter-College  Contact  Day  was  planned. 

Interviews  were  pre-arranged  for  students  of  Lake  Forest 
and  several  other  small  colleges  with  executives  of  the  twenty- 
eight  participating  firms.  A  secretary  was  provided  for  every 
three  industrial  representatives  in  an  attempt  to  make  the 
schedule  more  efficient.
